KAMLOora, Sept, 18.— About 4 o'clock 
yesterday momiDg a fire broke out in 
Vair'a tin shop, on the Thompson river side 
of the town, originating in a small charcoal 
stove, used for heating soldering irons. The 
Sre brigade at once turned out, being 
assisted by nearly all the men in the town 
The wind was blowing a gale at the time 
but desperate as were the endeavors tc 
check their progress, tho fljmes could not 
bo stayed, and tho rapidity with which thoy 
spread was frightful. The excitement 
among tho citizens was terrible, and the 
priaonera in tlie jail were taken from the 
cells as a meaauro of preoaution. In fact, 
had it not been for a change of the wind, 
the entire town must have been destroyed, 
and, in all probability, many lives lost. It 
was the work of but a very short space of time 
to destroy Fair's shop and Prior & Co.'s 
warehouse with their contents, on whioh 
the flames darted aoross the street an entire 
row of buildings being swallowed up. The 
stream from the hose was so feeble as to bo 
almost uaeless. The Dominion land olfico 
was also consumed, while Mr. Mara's house 
was badly damaged, but most of tho furni- 
ture had been removed to a place of safety. 
Largo piece of blazing wood were carried 
half a milo by tho force of the gale, which 
aecmed for a timo as if it would never sub- 
side. Messrs. P rior Co. 'a loas ia put down 
at §15,000, a modirate estimate of 
tho entire destruction being about 
5100,000, but a small portion of which 
was covered by insurance. Among tho es- 
tablishments destroyed were : Vair'a tin 
shop; Prior (t Co.'s hardware; Stephenson, 
jeweler ; Simmons, contractor ; Duhaniel, 
barber shop ; Whittaker, law oflice ; Tor- 
tune's store and dwelling houae ; J. A. 
\!:'.ra'H hotiBfl ; Sinclair'aj fruit store ; 
Quinn, boots and shoes ; Chong Lee, gen- 
eral store. KwongOnWo & Co., and five 
other Chinese establishments.

yiEW YoKK, Sept, 18.— Tho Herald's 
Buenos Ayres correspondent cables that tho 
ollicers sen6 to qneU the revolutionary up- 
rising in Bio Grande da Hul have rebelled. 

The damage resulting from the bombard- 
ment of Rio wag mneh more serious than 
has been faetetofore reported. Many per- 
sons were killed, inoluding an Italian sailor, 
for whom the government paid $50,000 
indemnity. Ooe German is also reported to 
have been killed. Admiral Mello propoBoa 
to blockade Rio and starve the capital into 
submission by cutting off all her suppliea. 
During the exchange of aliota bucweeu I'le 
robola' ships and the forts miiny of tho rebel 
men and ollicers were killed. 

The insurgenta, incensed at the resistance 
of Fort Santa Cruz, propose to wreak their 
vengeance on the garrison when it surren- 
ders. 

Tho garrison at Fort Santa Cruz must 
soon surreuder, l)eing short of provisions. 
The inaureenta are rcoeiving reinforcementa 
on all sides, money and provlBiona being 
placed at their disposal. 

London, Sept. 18 — The question of tho 
situation at Hio Janeiro camo up in the 
House of Commons to-duy. In responding 
to the questions aaked him- on tlio subjoot, 
Sir Kdward Gray, parliamentary secretary 
of the foreign ofhce, said that the British 
war.shipa Sirius and Beagle are now at Kio 
Janeiro protecting life and property of 
liritiah Bubject."). Warships of tho United 
States, France, Germany, Italy and Portu- 
gal were also at tho spot. He 
added that communications had been re- 
(^eived from Mr Wyndham, the British 
minister to Brazil, but these reports had 
been brief.

Indigestion I Miserable I Take Bxeouaai's 



Arkansas City, Kan., Sept. 18.— A hun- 
dred thousand people settled upon the 
Cherokee on Saturday. At noon the signal 
was given and tho groat race began. As 
far as the eye oould reach in either diree- 
tion could be seen men mounted and in 
wagons and on foot elosely pseked to- 
gether, making a solid column 200 feet or 
more wide in tho middle and tapering away 
to a mere streak of black in the distance. 
Confusion reigned everywhere, so closely 
were the contestants packed together. Ex- 
actly at high noon tho report of the revol- 
ver of the commanding officer of Uncle 
Sam's representatives rang out the signal 
for tho start. Pcll mell, helter-skelter, 
hurry-scurry, tho great speculative army 
began a rush for the lino and raced for 
home and fortune. Shouting, cracking 
whips, rattling wheels, clattering hoofa and 
tho explosion of firearms combined to make 
a confusion of sound in keeping with the 
general disorder of the start and to render 
the scene one of indesoribable pande- 
monium. 

There were collisions and mishaps here 
and there. Breakdowns of vehicles, dash- 
ing not only tho boomers, but their hopes, 
to the ground. Horses refused vo cross 
deep gulches, and their riders abandoned 
them, continuing tho race on foot, or mak- 
ing long dolours to avoid bad ground. Hero 
was a neok and-neck race between horse- 
men who had choaen some town lot or 
(juarter section of farming land, stumbling 
over rocks, wading streams, climbing preci- 
pices und banks on their way. 

Arrived in the strip, the throng found a 
desert waste. Most of the hay had been 
cut off, and what remained was either 
burned off by prairie fires or soorohed 
brown by drouth or sun. The creeks have 
run dry, and the Arkansas and Cimarron 
rivers are nearly so. There will be great 
anlfering for lack of water, whioh in some 
places it ia almoat impossible to obtain. In 
others it will have to be hauled miles. The 
water is of poor quality, which will pro. 
bably entail much sickness. The work of 
digging wells in sandy soil will be very 
alow, and they will have to bo put down 100 
to 150 feet to secure a flow. 

Four new townsites have populat'.ona esti- 
mated at 5,000 each, while others boast a 
population ranging from 1,000 to 3,000 
Kvery desirable claim has at least ouo claim- 
ant, and many have two or four. Contests 
will, of course, be numerous. Tho greatest 
rush was in tho east part of the strip, which 
contains tho moat fertile land in tho entire 
reservation. 

Jamea H. Hill, of Kingaton, N.J., was 
shot and instantly killed by soldiers at the 
southwest corner of tho Chilicothe reaerva- 
tion. He started into the strip before the 
signal was given. The soldiers warnctl him 
to stop, but he did not heed their orders 
and they fired upon him. He had 5,500, and 
it was turned over to tho shoriff. In tho 
race many men wore injured and some 
killed. Of the latter two were murdered, 
one being stabbed, the other shot through 
tho head. Many dead horsea are on tho 
prairie. Soldiera shot four sonnors near 
Stillwater, O.T , and Arkansas City. 

All of tho G,.'i.'i8,050 acres of land opened 
Saturday are now a part of the territory of 
Okalahoma. Of the total number of acres — 
6,388,050 — deolarod a part of the public 
domain, there have been reserved 162,100 
acres for allotments to Indians, 17,280 acres 
iu reserves, 7,000 acres for the Indian school 
reserves and 700,883 acres for public schools 
and publio buildings. This leaves 5,502,627 
acres actually open to settlers. 



(From our own Corrosnondenb,) 
Ottawa, Sept. 18.— The members of tho 
International Fish Commission, Dr, Wake- 
ham and Prof. Rathbun, arrived here to- 
day.

All the ministers who at- 
tended the swearing in of tho Goveraor- 
General at Quebec this morning returned 
to Ottawa to-night.

St. Paul, Sept. 18.— Tho railroads and 
overcrowded streets have ceased sssding 
laborers to the harvest fields of the North- 
west. Eaily in the season there was a 
scarcity of men, but within a month thia 
was made known and thousands of men 
flocked to Minnesota and Dakota. Since 
then there has been a surplus of help, and 
as a result tho threshing crews aro begin- 
ning to cut wagea, The first salaries ])aid 
wore S2 hut now §1.50 is paid. Many 
threshing machines and crews are idle, and 
they oit'er to thresh for one cent a bushel 
all round. This is a out of over 50 per cent.

FLOODS IN JAPAN, . 

Many Persons Drowned and Thousands Ren- 
dered Destitute, 

San Francisco, Sept. 18,— Tho steamship 
Peru whioh arrived this evening from China 
and Japan brings news up to tho 3rd inst. 
The Japan Gazette under date of August 
26, gives an account of the great flood in 
Gifu Ken. The Nagar Gawa river began to 
rise about 6 p.m. on the 22ad, 
and at mid-night it had risen ten feet. 
Many persons were drowned, and 
there is great suffering among the 
aurv^ivors on the Saka Gawai. Eighty 
yards of the bank was destroyed, flooding 
seven houses, while the bursting of the 
Funehara bank put the whole of Matsnye 
under water. The Gunjo burst its banks 
and carried away eleven houses, besides 
Quoding two hundred more. At Nara the 
Toteu G.iwa has burst Its banks and caused 
a Hood, which ia the greatest since 1889.

Had tho bonds which wore float- 
ed for the purpoac of redeeming tho war- 
rants been sold at tho timo it was intended 
they should, Krug would very probably 
havo returned tho 5105,000 he " borrowed " 
to invest, and if tho fuuts camo out at any 
later period ho would have been congratu- 
lated on his sagacity and nerve. Mr. 
Krug's other field of usefulness was lending 
tho city money upon tho I. 0. U'». of bor- 
rowers, aomo 530,000 being thus brongbt 
into circulation, A number of the borrow- 
ers will doubtless pay up, but the majority 
are " dead losses."

AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS. 

To Tin; Editoii; — Many aro Burpriecd at 
agriculture, horticulture, and so forth 
making such slow pmgress. Tho cliief rea- 
son for the slowiiesa is tho expense und 
ditliculty of cloiirini,' llio land of gigantic 
trees and othera of amaller aize. This asser- 
tion is made about Vancuuvur Island and 
tho coast generally. 

Tho cost of clearing an acre of u-oodod 
land varies from $;jU to SI 00 or more, de- 
pending, of courHO, upon tho size and num- 
ber of tho trees, and whether the stump be 
removed. Thia item tf cost is not an ex- 
aggeration but a fact ; much of tho culti- 
vated land about Victoria has coat more. 
If a man olears an acre of such land by 
his own labor, » month or two or more will 
be occupied. How is he und family to livo 
in the meanwhile— without shelter into the 
bargain 1 To put a settler, uninoumbered 
with money, on such land and tell him 
to get a living, is equivalent to saying 
" root hog, or die I" '^A man and 
family would starve before the land 
became productive of sustenance. 

The problem ia by what moans can people 
be iuduoed to 8i;itle on such lands The 
answer is by supp'ying lliem with an inex- 
pensive limiHo aiiil two or lliree acres of 
Uuiil cleared and re uly for cultivation. Two 
or three acres of cleared Kind will enable ii 
cultivator to livo. A-j noon as a village haa 
been establiahed other people will aclllo in 
proprintjuity, clearing laiiil for lliemaelves. 
Moreover, as it is iiou', to tell a niiui urriv- 
ing from a distaiioo to go into tlio wilderness 
and look for a claim is— like looking for a 
needle in a truts of hay— disheurlenliig. 
.Such men, however dcsiroiia, willing and in- 
dustrious they may be, leave as soon aa poa- 
sible for aoino iieigliboring foreign place, 
carrying with tliem, if not enmity, at least 
a bad name for Uritish Columida, wiping 
out all tho encomiums spread liroudcust in 
I)ublicati()iis abmil tlio iidvanlu's'':a ISriLisli 
Columbia holds out to aettlera— publication 
in either ease to our ov/n detriment. 

Lot tho Government, then, catabliah small 
villages in suitablo, acoeesiblo and not 
too remote places, hy clearing, say throe 
acres of lanii and building an inexpensive 
house thereon. Divide the land ioto fifty 
acre Beotloaa allowing a aeotion to a family. 



to be paid tor subsequently. It Is not nec- 
essary to go into auch a scheme very exton- 
aively at firat, two or three villages would 
try the experiment. Say a village of ten 
sections. T'ho cost of clearing the land will 
bo about S2,000, tho ooat of housca about 
S2,000 in all, thia being tho extreme. Any 
aettler occupying one of these sections 
would not receive a title to tho land until 
ho had paid tlio coat and charges llioreon. 
Of courao a long time could bo given for 
payments, in tho meantime ho would vir- 
tually be a tenant with liberty of purchase 
The inloreat on §1,000 would bo at 4 per 
cent. §100, equal to jilG per annum rental 
on each aeotion; but thia interest need not 
bo charged to tho settlor at once aa the 
country would receive more than SIG per 
annum advantage from him. Tho price of 
the fifty aerca of land and houao would be 
about §400, depending on the quantity and 
expenae of clearing. 

A achemo of thia kind would auit eorpo- 
rationa, too, who hold large tracta of land, 
which on account of its inhospitable charac- 
ter ia shunned by would bo colouiats. 
Take Qunamuir & Co. for instance. The 
more people on the land tho better for their 
railroad, steamboat, etc. If they charged 
nothing, or even two per cent, per annum 
on the legitimate ooat of tho cleariog and 
houses, it would bo better for them than 
allowing their land to lie idle and unra- 
munerative in every way, and we would be 
doing aoniething to help the country for- 
ward, and thanked for doing so. 

Governments and corporations live for- 
ever, and can reckon on tho more or leas 
distant future. With individuala it ia 
otherwise, their time being short, and they 
must live for the tim*. The diiferenco be- 
tween governments and individuals ia very 
great. What is advantageous to tho former 
might be exactly contrary to the latter. 
Anyhow, unless the Government or corpora- 
tion step in with some encouraging scheme, 
there will be but very slow settlement of 
tho maritime portions of British Columbia 
That sections of land so cleared would be 
taken up does not admit of doubt. That 
the occupiers would olear more, ia pretty 
certain; I hat the country would profit, is 
aure ; and that, by degrees, tho forest lands 
would bq cleared and become cultivated 
alowly but surely, hardly admits of dispute.

Conspicuou j among tho pathetic in- 
ideuta on that dark day atanda out the 
bravery of the splendid young Midshipman 
Laiiyon, wdio, although only a stripling of 
17, stood abouldor to shoulder by hia ad- 
niral to the last, and atauiiclily refused to 
3 hini. Thia ia tho real stull" of 
which heroes aro mailc. It la tho raw ma- 
erial, and diaeiiiline doen tlio rent, which 
aa placed Iiritain in the vanguard of the 
nations of tho world ; and when a lad of 
auch promise goes down hia memciry should 
Ictpt green. Herbert Marsdcn Lar.yon 
was an Ulster lad, and tho aecond son of 
Herbert Owen Lanyou, of Belfast." 

The following is an extract from a loiter 
written by Capt, Bourke, of H.M ,S. Vic- 
toria, to the parents of tho lad : "Ho "waa 
the most manly, upright and gallant boy I 
ever came across, and if he had been spared 
ho would have been a star in bis profes- 
aion."

cholara, spread it to the utitermoat ends of 
the earth. It U said that a - party of 
Algerian pilgrims, which waa 7,000 strong 
when it left Mecca, numbered only 5,000 
when it reached home. The very groat 
number of 2,000 had died of cholera on the 
road. This oararon,' on its way to Algiers, 
roBBod the great routes of travel to Europe 
and the East. The pilf(rima may baveooiiie 
in cui:tact with travellers bound to India and 
to tho porta of the Mediterranean, and in thia 
way spread the dreadful disease far and 
wide. Thia appears to be what actually 
did happen. It is said that the Egyptian 
Sanitary Council and its quarantine ser- 
vice, notwithstanding their zeal and en- 
ergy, have failed to intercept all tho seeds 
of cholera brought away from Mecca by the 
liordos of ignorant and filthy persona who 
make the pilgrimage by tho Suez route. 
They have, uo doubt, been instrumental in 
spreading the cholera to Constantinople, 
and perhaps to other ports of tho south 
of ICuropo. From these it con readily bo 
conveyed, directly or indirectly, to 
New York and other Amerioan oitiea. 
It will be seen from this thut 
tho inhabitants of Europe and America 
have an immediate and a direct interest in 
tho sanitation of Mecca and other Bo called 
holy placesof Atia, Tliocitizenaof Now York 
and Montreal cannot contemplate with iu- 
difference the presence of the cholera in 
Mecca or in any other city wbiob is either 
a centre of oommeroe or a centre of travel. 
When pilgrims were dying in Mecca at the 
rate of a thousand a day as was tho case but 
a low weeks ago the people of all other 
countriea had reaaon to feel alarmed. In 
view of the danger they were in the pro- 
posal to establish an International Health 
Commission somewhere in Asia seems to 
be most reasonable. 



AN EASTERN OPINION. 

Tho Montreal .Star does not entertiiin a 
very high opinion of Mr. Laurier'a achenio 
of tariff reform. That paper ia by uo 
means satisfied with the tariff as it is, but 
it is very far from being disposed to accept 
tho latest trade policy of the Liberal party. 
In an article on Mr. Laurier's Ontario tour 
the Star says; 

Judging by his Newmarket speech his 
campaign in Ontario is to be oonduoted 
strictly on the lines laid down by the Ot- 
tawa convention. fi[e proposes to take a 
hasty advantage of the belated existence of 
a tariff schedule that we have in some meas- 
ure outgrown, to aecure material for a pop- 
ular crusade against proteotion. A re- 
formed protective tariff, such as — if tho 
Government be wise — ho will have to fi.;ht 
against at the next elections would bo dif- 
ficult 'o attack; and ao, while the Adiniuia- 
tration are in the very act of drafting a 
now schedule, he gathers the country to- 
gether to witness his success in mighti- 
ly belaboring the old. It is hardly 
probable that ao transparent and 
ohildiah a device can deceive any- 
body. . . . There are times in poli. 
tics, as elsewhere, when silence is golden; 
and one of those surely ia when, in the cuao 
of two leading questions before tho country, 
tho speaker must aay nothing about one (the 
Manitobi school cuae), and he hua not hia 
oppoiienta policy btforo him on cho other. 
The picnic campaigner to be effective must 
be positive and confident and outspoken. 

There are a great many in the country 
who, like the Montreal Star, want to aeo 
the present tariff thoroughly revised but 
who aro not prepared to condemn the (iu\-- 
frnment'a promised revision before it ia 
made. Thia ia tho attitude of Mr, Liuricr 
and the Liberals generally at the present 
moment. Mr. Lanrier promises the country 
some kind of tariff reform. As to what is 
to be its extent and what ita precise nature 
no one, not oven tho Liberal leader himaelf, 
seems to have tlie most remote conception. 
In discussing the tariff question he takes 
good care to deal in generalities to which no 
definite meaning can be attached. Sir 
John Thompson declares that it is 
the intention of bis Government 
t) make a thorough revision of tho tariff, 
aaoh a revision aa will suit tho altered cir- 
cumstances of the country. The Liberals 
want the people to accept Mr. Lanrier's pro- 
fessions, and to reject beforehand the Gov- 
ernment's revision. This, it is certain, they 
■rviU not do. They will wait to aeo what 
changea the Government intend to make 
before they pronounce upon them. Cana- 
dians are not ao much in love with Mr, 
Laarier, and they have not so high an opin- 
ion of the wisdom and the integrity of tho 
Liberal party, that they will accept tlieir 
shadowy and, it may bo, illusory trade 
policy, while they reject, without examina- 
tion, tho Govcrntneul's proposed tarill' re- 
vision. Tliey aro not ao foolish as citliei to 
accept or reject the'' trade proposals of 
either party without knowing what they 
are. 

A GENTRBJ OF CONTAGION. 

It might bo supposed that there are few 
places on tho earth further apart in almost 
every respect than New York and Mecca. 
It would be, therefore, natural to conclude 
that the great Amerioan oity oould nob pos- 
sibly be affected in any perceptible degree 
by what happens in tho holy oity of tho 
Mahommedana. But we are every duy 
finding that tho world ia not ao very big 
after all, and that there ia hardly any place 
BO distant or so insignificant that what 
takes place in it may affect, and that very 
mf.terially, cities that appear at first sight 
to have none but tho remotest connection 
with it. 

In tho Buminor of 1S02 wo found that the 
condition of Tartar and Russian villages, of 
which civilized peoples do not know so 
mnob as the names, had an influence, and 
that a direct one, on tho great cities cf 
Europe and America. The obolera, which 
found a good breeding ground In thoao vil- 
lages, was conveyed to the western cities 
and committed great ravagea in poino of 
them, and spread alarm through whole con- 
tinents, even to the eastern shores of the 
Pacific Ocean. 

In the same way pilgrims which crowd 
into Mecca from the distant parts of Asia 
and Africa, carrying with them the seeds of 



made their investments possible would bo 
continued by the Governniant. A moment's 
reflection will show tho intolligout intjuiror 
how unfair and how tyrannical it would bo 
for Oongress to frame a tariff which would 
crush and etarve out of existence industries 
and interests which it has spent years in 
building up. The present Congress, wo aro 
satisfied, baa not the reinoteat intention of 
doing auytliiug of tlio kind. The Morrison 
tariff', which ia moat likely the model after 
whioh the next tariff of the United States 
will be framed, so far from being a free 
trade tariff would have at ono time been re- 
garded as a highly protective turifl. It re- 
duced sotno duties on manufactures, it ia 
true, but tho principal change it would 
make was to place cho prime necessaries of 
life and the raw materials of manufacture 
on the free list. There were some who hold 
that the Morrison tariff, if it hud been 
allowed to go into operation, would have 
been oven more favorable to manufactures 
than tho one it waa ]>ropoaed to aupcraede. 

In the same way a revision of tho tariff of 
the Uominion of Canada, whether made by 
Conservatives or Liberals, must treat estab 
lished industries and growing intoresta with 
duo consideration. 13oth tho requirements 
of revanuo and juatica to individuals do 
iiiund that tho roviaiouiatu proceed carefully, 
discreetly, and moderately.

AN EXTRAORDINARY SOENB. 

Tho scene that waa witnessed on tho Knn 
aas border on Saturday must have been a 
singular one. A strip of Indian territory 
was on that day opened for sottlomeut. For 
days and weeks previously an army of land- 
hungry men and women had been collecting 
near the coveted country. The Government 
land office was unable to issue certificates as 
fast as they were demanded. Its doora wore 
besieged by an immense crowd of eager ap 
plicants. When the hour for the opening of 
the strip for settlement had arrived fully 
100,000 persons were on hand to rush into 
the country to "Beoure homesteads. The 
race that thou commenced defies deaorip 
tion. The land hunters were in every, kind 
of vehicle, on horseback, on bicycles, and 
not a few on foot. The excitement was 
tense. But the multitude appeared to be 
on the whole well-behaved. When they at last 
reached the land of promise many of them 
must have been sadly disappointed. Instead 
of its being tho land of milk and honey, they 
fancied it to be, it is described, as "a desert 
waste. Most of the hay had been cut off, 
and what remained was either burned off by 
prairie fires or soorohed brown by drought 
or sun. The creeks were run dry and tho 
Arkansas and Cimarron nearly so. There will 
be great suffering for want of water, wliich, 
in some places, it is almost impoeaiblo lo 
obtain."

It 
is said that the Cherokee strip, on Saturday 
night, had a population of 200,000. There 
aro many town sites already taken up ; four 
of them are said to have a population of five 
thousand, others of three thousand, Tho 
numbers may bo exaggerated, but the 
phenomenon was a strange one, and shows 
that the land-iiunger of tho American 
people is still unappeased. 

TARIFF REVISION. 

The work of tariff revision is by n( 
means so easy as some self-satisfied politi 
oians would have the people believe. Il 

will not do for a government or a parlia 
ineiitury committee to cut and alaali at tho 
tariff without examination and without cii 
quiry. Those who undertake to change the 
fiscal potioy of a country take upon them- 
selvea a very heavy responsibility. They 
will have to disturb to a greater or less ex- 
tent tile whole economic structure of tlio 
country. The intereatti with which they 
muat ueceaaarily interfere are so numerous 
and BO closely interwoven each with the 
other that it is dIfiBoult to tell what may be 
the effect of any'chango that ia at all im 
portant. 

Tho majority in the United Statca Con- 
gress aro pledged to reviae the tariff in the 
direction of free trade. The leaders of that 
majority are not in a hurry to begin the 
work of revision. They ere making prepar 
ations for the work, but thoy evidently do 
not enter upon it with a light heart, or with 
(.he certainty that everything thoy propose 
to do must of necessity bo for the 
good of the country. They are instituting 
preliminary enquiries carefully and cautious 
ly. The Committee on 'Ways and Means 
under tho ohairmanahip of Mr. Wilson, are 
patiently and aoarohingly examining wit 
ncESes in order to find out tho actual con- 
dition of trade and manufactures — how they 
aro affected by theprcaout tariff and what 
will bo tho probable coosequenoes of the 
lowering of some duties and the remission 
of others. Thoso who boliovo that there 
aro to bo during the next soeaion of Con- 
gress sweeping oliangos in the tariH' will, wo 
aro aatisfied, find that thoy aro greatly niia- 
taken. The Government do not propose to 
play pitch and toss with the important in- 
terests which have been biiilt up by the 
protective tariff. Thoy do not conaidor 
that their promises at conventions and on 
the hustings bind thorn to bring ruin on 
thousands who iiavo iuvoatod their money 
on tho faith that the conditions whioh

Remarkably ;Bloh 't)iscovery of Gold 
Quartz Ledfes on China Creek, , 
Alberni : District. i 

Report of Provincial AsiHiiyer Car^ 
micUael to lliti Minister 
of Mines. 



L'ist fall a ledge of gold-bearing rook 
waa discovered in tho mountains at the 
head of China Creek, running into Alberni 
cinal. This creek had been worked by 
miners, principally Chinese, und at times 
good piy secured. Sorao remarkable 
raturna wore had from samples of quartz 
aaaayed, and the owners determined to 
develop the find. Little waa done until ibis 
summer, the snow being very late in going 
off the mountains. The returns secured 
from further assay toits, as work progreaaed, 
more than juatified tho belief that a rich 
atriko had been made, and many locations 
were staked ou this and adjacent ledges. 
Other prospecting was done, and new 
finds mtide. Tho news recently rej 
ceived from tho district was so 
gratifying that Hon. Col. Baker, minister 
of mines, dispiitclu il Mr. H (Jarnnchael, 
Government aaaayer, to the lield to examine- 
and make a re[)ort. This ho fluecesafuUy 
accomplished, returning to Victoria ou 
Thursday last. Below will be found bis re- 
port to tho minister, and it ostabliahea tho 
fact that within a day's journey of Victoria 
exists a gold ([uartz lield of greater promise 
than any yet kooivn in this Province. That 
it; should have rem. lined so long undia- 
covered ia mo»' reinarkable, and only fur- 
ther provea thai "far olf lield.s seem green- 
eat," for it has long been known that placer 
gold existed in China creek and adj icent 
alreama, in the Nilinataud San J nan rivera, 
which all head from this group of moun- 
tains. 

To Ihc Honomhk, Ihc Minister of Mine.i : 

Sill : — I have the honor to r( port to you 
an exunuiialion made of the country drained 
by the head waters of China creek, in 
Alberni district, British Columbia. 

I lelt Alberni settlement with a pack- 
horse, and followed thu new trail partly 
built by the Government this spring ; it 
goea in a southeasterly direction, behind the 
range of mountains which borders the euat 
shore of the Alberni canal. After twelve 
miles of a gradual ascent, China creek Is 
re.iehed ou the left ascending bank, running 
W.S W. toward tho canal. This is where a 
large part of the alluvial gold has been de- 
rived from. 

The trail follows the rircr for a consider- 
ablo distance, and, gradually leaving it, 
winds up and alorg the range ot mountains, 
of which Mount Uoui;ltta is the principal 
peak. Some deep gulches are crossed here, 
which make tho trail dangerous and dilii 
cult for pack horses. These gulches are 
formed by some email streams which Qow 
into China creek. Tliey could bo avoided 
by crosaing the creek where first mot, and 
following tho right ascending bank iuatead 
of the left, which would necessitate a small 
bridge being built over the creek. 

Tho trail continues along tho aide of tho 
mountains till the head of the valley ia 
reached, when tho creek is crossed, which ia 
at this point only a small stream. . The camp 
is a few himdred yards across, on the right 
bank of the creek, and has an elevation of 
2,025 feet above tho sea level. Tho journey 
was made in nine and a half hours. The 
trail ia little more than a few of the big- 
gest trees cut down and the direction 
bliiz?d, but even this for two ndlee had 
not been done. Fortunately there ia very 
little underbrush in this part of the coun- 
try, but considering the distance (about 2-1 
miles) and the sum at their dispogal, not 
much more could have been done. Pack- 
horses cannot get higher than tho camp. 

Leaving camp, wo rapidly ascended a 
range of inouutaina on the south side of tho 
va ley. Wo nearly ai ouuu got inio au 
open country, clear of timber, and con- 
tilled the aHcent of a ravine full of boidders, 
some niiiny tons weight. Higher up, the 
ravine is lilled wiili snow, packed hard, 12 
to 2U feet deep. This uuidu walking easier. 
Af:er aacendiug 2.")0 feet, we arrived at the 
base of the mountain, which rises at an 
arc'" of 40 degrees. 

I'lie vein upon wliich the prin'jipal work 
haa been done rises from the snow in tho 
ravine at tho base of this mountuio, which 
we calli'd " Mi iiut Saunders." 

This ia a diatinct vein, and can be traced 
fi r a long distance up the mountain. Tlie 
width ia about \ to ,") feet ; the direction N 
20 degreei, IC magueilc, equ il to about N. 
N. E. and S.S. W., and the dip -IS degrees 
eastward. 

Abtput .OO feet above the gulch, and I'M 
feot above camp, several shots had been put 
in to open up the vein, which is of nearly 
ainid.kr character to the vein matter in the 
main tunnel. The vein has been again 
opened higher up, but the principal work 
haa been done in driving a tunnel 200 feel 
above where tho firat woik waa perloniied.

Ijooking at tho Mount S|)encer range from 
below, diaiinct quar'z veins stained with 
iron ean be Been in dillereut places over the 
mountain, nearly all running in tlio same 
direction; thia range foruia a continuous 
belt, complotely closing tho bead of tho 
valley, and foi iidng a baain which ia drained 
by ('hina Creek. Glacial and local drift 
lilla tho valley for a considerable depth, ao 
that it is probiblo that the Creek is not 
now flowing on its original bed, and that if 
thia was discovered, alluvial gold would 
likely be found in quantities. 'I'ho surface 
drift nearly in all cases showa minute 
apccks of gold-bearing pyrites. The general 
character of the gold in the vein matter is 
rtfruot' ry, eziating in the mispiokol or 
arsenical pyrites, but where this is found 
di composed, as it is in some amall veins, 
tho gold is free, and can be seen in oonsidct- 
abie quantities, ' 

Iu my opinion the beat method of trcat- 

ent would be to crush the rock on tho 
spot, for which thero Is ample water power, 
save the free gold and concentrate the aul- 
phurets, which could then be shipped out or 
treated by eoino of tho prooesaes for ro- 
(aotory ores. 

The veinu seem lo run tlirougli the moun- 
tains southward to Uiwatcbea creek, as 
rock of nearly identical obaraoter haa been 
found there, and in thia oreek much coarser 
Kold than iu China creek, and I have little 
doubt that Hiwalohea oreek will turn out 
equally aa good a gold country as China

Saturday's Yacht Race to Angeles- 
Detailed Descriptioa of 



Canada's Poor Sbowliiff Apraiuat Uncle 
Sam's Ci'icketera— Notes 
and. Gossip. 



Ab the toleijram stated in Sunday's 
CoLosisx, the Petrel won the cup iu the 
■matoh vrhioh .wuB miled on Saturday from 
'" Viotbritt to Port Angeles. It had been 
Hawing frosh in the morning, and there was 
SDmo talk of poatpocing the race, as it would 
bo too rough for the small boats. The wind 
lightened up howovor about the middle of 
the day, and it was decided to iitart. The 
boats whiob oatne to the etarting line ofT 
the outer wharf were the Volage, 9 S rating, 
tho Polrel, A d rating, the Victoria, 1.2 rat 
ing and the Miuervu, 1 2 rating. Tho Fawn 
though not beloufiiQK to tlio club intended 
to aeoompany the matoh across but did not 
like tho look of things outside and put back 

Tho starting gun was fired at .'S o'clock, 
and the Viotori* was uwuy nisl,fi)!lo\ved by 
the Yolape, Petrel and Minerva, in the 
order iiikined. There was now a strong 
breeze from the southwest and considerablo 
aoa. Tho two big bouts carried whole main- 
sails ; the Victoria wns reefed down ; the 
Minerva had her whole lower sail and top 
mist up, her owner, who had undertaken to 
Bail her singlohatided, hnvirg misjudged the 
weather. 'Iha Victoria, going through tho 
sea very fast, nearly close hauled, held her 
leuil for abiiiit a mile, and was then passed 
by the two big boata. Tlio Minervii had 
given up at that time, ller skipper made 
an attempt to mug down, but lost so much 
time that, it was useless going on. 

The wind and sea increased as tho boats 
got farther out, and though tho Victoria 
mada a good fight for it and rode the seas 
like li cork, she, of course, dropped further 
and further astern. The Volage'a length 
and weight told in her favor and kept her 
well ahead of tho Petrel. Tho latter was 
obli(;ed at length to take down tho^pecond 
reef ID her mainsail, and went muc^Hjotter 
for it, though her decks were washing free 
ly neVettbetesB, The wind from being ou 
the bow^ drew more abeam towards the 
middle of the Straits, and then abaft the 
beam. The Volage was obliged to hang on 
to vrfaole mainsail, for an attempt to reef it 
wai abandoned owing to the awkward 
length of the main booMi and the incomplete 
wajr in whioh it ils fitted. She had, there- 
fore, to be sbakeu up frcriuently, and thi 
boom was in the ivater half the time. When 
the wind came abaft the beam she could not 
be given more sheet, which only immersed 
the sail deeper in the billows. Under these 
circumstances she could not be driven at 
racing speed, or she would easily have 
allowed her time to tlio Petrel. The Vi 
toria plugged along bravely astern, but was 
hull down when the big boats arrived at 
Port Angeles, and some anxiety was felt 
about her ; but before the good people of 
the port could get underway in their 
Bohooner to go and meet her, as they decid- 
ed to do, she appeared in sight. 

TheVolugohad to allow the Petrel 10 
39', which ahfi failed to do by L>' 2.")", the 
former crossing the winning line at .")' 50 
]!!', and the latter at G' 1" '.i'i'. Thus the 
Petrel was presented with the silver cup 
whicli tho I'ort Anpeles Yacht club had 
provided, and the Victoria, which arrived 
at 7 o'clock, and failed to save her time of 
37' -3" and '2G' •!>)" on tho big boats, re 
apcotively, received a box of cigars, as a 
prize for tho last boat, 

The hospitality of tho iiicmbcrs of tho 
Port Angeles Yiiclit club was uuliounded, 
and the oUicera and cruwa of tlie Victoria 
boats were ni.ide the j^uestii of the mayor of 
the place, who would not hear of their 
passing the night on board their ho&lH The 
next day the V^olage and the Petrel started 
for home and made a race of it acrnt^a. They 
were aooompanied for a few miles by the 
Viotoria, which boat intends remaining for 
a few days at Port Angeles, and the Fort 
Aogelea olab ysoht La Paloma. 

The weather of Sunday wm a contrast to 
that of the day before, there being a nice 
wboln sail breeze and smooth vs.ter. The 
Volsge and Petrel ran away from tho 
PalomA. but the latter was well able to hold 
her own with the Victoria. The Minerva 
started on Sunday from Victoria, to meet 
the returning yachts, hut, the wind being 
liyht in the mnrning, she was taken by the 
tiile too far to tho eastwaril, and when she 
was sighted by tiio-ge on the Volage and the 
I't trel, was too f ir away to be recogni/.al)le 
The I'eirel obtained a good lead of 
tho Yolage, and kept it for some 
niiles. Holh were currying topsails and 
jih topsails, but tho Petrel t(joU in her jib 
topsail for u tiino when tlie wind frealiened 
comiderahly. Thi; Volage then passed her 
On the wiuii liecoining lighter, the Petrel 
react her jib topsail and soon after that one 
of the topiiiaat h.u'kataya carried away and 
the topmast itself was only just saved. A 
litt'o time WU3 lost puLtiug things to rights, 
and the Volage renchoil the outer wharf ).': 
minutes ahead, and thus won the race by '2 
miuuica '2\ feconiiB beyond her time allow 
ance to the I't:lrcl. 

There wa.s a protest lodgiid on behalf of 
the Volage, that her rating had lieen 
wrongly calcuhitod, and aho was therefori 
roineaeured, with the result that she rates 
at 10.1 instead of 9 8, owing to the fact 
that her spinnaker boom hua an o.xcess of 
length over the buao of tho fore triangle 
which had been overlooked hy tho meas- 
urer, and that her mainsail has stretched 
and hoists higher than the original sail 
plan represents, This and the result of a 
remeasarsment of her load lino more than 
mi«ke up for a redaotlon of her topsail. Tho 
tiines above given are taken from her origi 
nal rating; nnder tho new one, she would 
have to allow the P. trel 11 inin. 4 sees, in 
stead of 10 min, .')',) tecH,

THE GEEAt'nORTHBRN. 

The Experience of a Victorian Passenger— 
Excellent Accommodation and De- 
lightful Hcencry. 

Tho Great Northern being a compara- 
tively new road to tho Atlantic, and not 
known as yet to any extent by Pacific coast 
people, a few worda in its favor, by one who 
has traveled over it will perhaps enlighten 
them a little. 

Taking the train at Seattle at 8 o'clock in 
the morning, composed of one sleeper, one 
buH'ot, tivo first class, a second-class, aiiiolicr 
and b.iggogo, all modern ears with latest 
improvements, wo skii I the shore of Puget 
tiound for several miles, a delightful, re- 
frothing breeze blowing through tho win- 
dows. Passing through several fair-sized 
towns we begin to approach the Cascades, 
and tho beautiful scenery through this range 
of mountains is auch that one will always 
look back on it as a reminder of his or her 
Great Northern trip. 

Early iu the afternoon wo commence to 
ascend tho mountains by means of a switcli 
back. This switch back differs from others 
used for the samn purpopo in this way, that 
instead of being switched back and forward 
on the side of the mountain, it circles round 
the difi'erent ones, climbing higher and 
higher all tb» time until we reach tho sum- 
mit, at an elevation of abont 5,000 foet. At 
tho summit the air is dry and cool, sending 
a peottiiar thrill 'through one that puts a 
contented look on his face. Curing the 
ascent it is something grand to look at the 
innumerable mountain streams that we pass 
dashing down the mountain side from differ- 
ent heights, and a drink from one of them 
is well appreciated after having tasted Vic- 
toria water for so long a time. These differ- 
ent streams and falls appear to follow us all 
the way through this rango. 

The engineering dillicultiea that had to bo 
overcome in this range are aomething 
tremendous, and havo to bo seen to ho 
aporeciated. One would wonder looking at 
tho bare and steep mountain how an engine 
and train of cars could reach tho other side, 
but with clever engineering work and the 
assistanca of three powerful mountain en- 
gines the other side is reached. 

Between hero and the foot; of tho Rockies 
is a very delightful part of the trip, as we 
pass through different canyons and streams 
that are so beautiful that one actually gets 
a stiff neck or it is stretched an inch longer 
thau its usual size on account of gazing out 
of the car window in so many directions, for 
ono wants to see all he can from u train, 

Next day at noon we commence to touch 
tho Rockies, hut tho ascent of these is so 
easy that one does not know he ia tlirough 
them until tho linn grazing land of Montana 
comes in sight. We travel through Montana 
all tho second day after coming through the 
Rockies, and hero anil there a largo herd 
of cattle uro seen feeding on tho fiuo bunch 
grass that this territory is noted for. 

Thp third day wneu wo wake up vie are 
well into North Dakota, but do not meet 
with any very large farms until we get 
further Bast, when they appear in\great 
nuinberF, the wheat looking in first-rate 
condition. Beaohiog Grand Forks about 
seven in the evening we commence to think 
our journey is shout over, as we begin to 
scent World's Fair from here. 

We wake up next morning to find our- 
selves in Minneapolis, Minn., tho first largo 
city since we left the Pacific, and twenty 
minutes later arrive at St. Paul, tho end of 
our journey by this already popular road, 
having accomplished tlio run from Seottle 
to St. Paul in ono hour less than three days 
and over a smooth road bed that makes tho 
journey all the more enjoyable. 

There is one feature about this road that 
deserves special mention and that ia that it 
is free from dust, not ono having to brush 
his clothes at all. This is quite an item of 
comfort in travelling, for one's clothes do 
not get spoiled iu making the trip or his 
eyes, plugged up. 

The train grow in dimensions as wo con- 
tinued Ivist aud when we reached St. Paul 
was half as long again as when we started 
from .Seattle. 

B[iAZlL'S) UKIUaLlON.

Brazil's internal strifes, which multiply 
rather shan decrease, seem to be traceable to 
President IVixoto's disposition to usurp 
power and interfere in the aU'airs of tho 
several states. 

The uprising.s in Rio (Irande do Sul, in 
Santa Cathariiia and elsewhere wero pro- 
fessedly, at least, against aggressions by the 
Central (lovernnieiit. Admiral Wanden- 
kolU's little revolution, farcical though it 
proved to be, was a manifoatatioii of ayni- 
pathy with those who are called revolu- 
tionists, but who ulaim to bo the real 
patriots of the country, fighting agninst 
ty runny. Wandcnkolk, in bis proclamation 
to the peoplp, pronounced Peixoto a tyrant, 
and declured him to be unworthy to rule 
over the Republic. 

A pro|)osal to impei^oh the President was 
introduced during the summer in tho Cham- 
ber of Deputies, whioh has a membership of 
'JO'), and received 52 votes. The Rio News, 
commenting upon this, said : "The proposal 
is defeated, of course, but tho justice of tho 
meamre ia universally conceded. " In de 
hales such expressions an tin so wero used : 

" It is a ahanie for Brazil that the ]ii;ople 
of Rio Grande should now be forced to tul;u 
lip arms to defend rights and libcrlieii of 
wliiiih they had been in peaceful pos.'ienaioii 
i ir half a century." 

" That the President has violalcd the con- 
stitution and laws ia a fact about which 
thi-ro is not the aliL^hleat doubt." 

" President Peixoto ought to understand 
by this time the evils resulting frnm hia 
policy of interfering in the iifl'aira of the 
stales." 

It is said that the naval ollicern rebelled 
because President Peixoto vetoed a bill 
which made it itn|)ossil)le for the Vice-Presi- 
dent to become PresidiMit, and that through 
Admiral Mello, they demanded his resigna- 
tion. It is interesting to noto that about 
two years ago Brazil's naval officers forced 
Fooseoa to resign when his dictatorship had 
become intolerable.

HOW TO CHECKMATE MOTHS. 



A Jiexr and Odorlesg Device to Protect 
Winter 'Wrnps Daring tho Summer. 

Just at this time of j'car the careful 
housewife is particularly' busy packing 
away the winter garments and furs in a 
place of safety from the mnch dreaded 
and most pemicions of all insects, th 
moth. 

She is perhaps at her 'wits' end to 
know jxist what to do •with the many 

articles belonging to the different mem- 
bers of the household. Tho powders and 
moth balls sho has used are surely ef- 
fective, but it takes nearly a whole sea- 
son of thorough airing to eradicate the 
disagroea]_ilo odor which has permeated 
every thread of the garment during the 
months it has been stored away. Hap- 
pily, however, some thoughtful and in- 
genious iierson has come to tho rescue, 
and tho perplexed housewife can now 
do away with old nejwspapers, cloth 
bags and ])asteboard boxes. 

The invention is simply a naper bag, 
but so arranged that it takes tho place 
of all previous devices and at tho same 
time does away with disagreeable odors, 
which fact is not the least to be consid- 
ered. 

The lings can be bought in three sizes, 
ranging in price from 25 cents to 45 cents 
each. The largest are roomy enough 
for coats and gowns. They arc made of 
very strong, heavy paper, thoroughly 
saturated with moth preventijTes, prin- 
cipally cedar oil. Within are hooks on 
one side and pockets on the opposite, 
which are just tho places for fur caps, 
muffs, mittens and numerous small ar- 
ticles. 

There is a sort of lid at the top which 

can bo brought over and tied securely, 
thus keepin",' out dust and every inter- 
loping insect. Tho bags aro not only 
very ine.\i)cnsive to begin with, but they 
will last for years — in fact, if well cared 
for, a lifetime.

The regular meeting of the City Coi noil 
was hold last evening, thoro being present 
His Worship M iyor Heaven, Aid. IJolycti, 
McKillican, Styles, Bragg, Baker, Hender- 
son, Munn and Robertson. 

After routine businees, requisitions from 
tho School Board were received and dealt 
with. Tho first was for tho sum of fS'J "_'U0, 
to cover tho expandituro for tho erection of 
new ward schools. The estimate was re- 
ceived and finally pissed, viiriouB bills 
drawn ngainst it being ordered to bo paid in 
tho usuiil odureo. 

Tho Mavou, in a messugc to tho Council, 
drew attention to the fact that only two 
oflioers of the Corporation, viz., the City 
Tronsurer and tho City Clerk, had given the 
security rei|uircd by law. He named a num- 
ber of others who had not given the neccs- 
eary security, and asked wtmt steps should 
be tnUeu. 

On motion of Aid. Munn, seconded bj- 
Aid. .MuKiilican, tho nmtter was referred 
to a special meeting of tho Council. 

The Mavok also reported that Aid. Mc- 
Tavisb had not occupied his seat ut the 
Council board for three months. He said 
he was iu hopes the Council would reccivo 
Aid. MjTavisli's resignation but it had not 
been sent in. 

Ai.D. Bki.vea drew attention to an auotn- 
aly in tho municipal act which docs not 
provide for the election of an alderman 
except in cases of a reaignation, death or 
removal. 

Tub Mayor agreed, but did not (|uito 
understand what could bo done. It was 
clear enough to his mind that if pcrmancut 
abaenco from the municipality was proven 
another nomination could be held but otkcr- 
wiso he did not know what to do. However, 
there ought to be nine aldermen at this 
Board aud there were only eight; there'orc 
ho felt it hia duty tu Lriui; the matter be- 
fore the Council. 

Ald. Belvea suggested that the matter 
should bo left over until the next meeting, 
when a proper notice oonld be given. 

Roturniug Officer W. K. Ball reported 
that James Baker had been elected as 
alderman for the Korth Ward by S6S votes 
to 145. Received and tiled. 

Tho City Eoc;Ineer reported that Mr. 
Adams, the contractor on the Cook street 
drain, had not paid his laborers weekly, as 
required by the contract. 

Ai.n. Belyka — How bften ^does the city 
pay tho contractor ? 

The Mavok— Onoo a month. 

Al,u, Belyka— I don't think that wo 
should compel the contractor to piiy hia 
men once a week when \vc only pay him 
once a month. Tho result -ivill bo that only 
men who are wealthy will bu able to lake 
city contr'iots. 

Ai.i). Baker ogreed. Ho did not see 
that it made any diflercnce to the Council 
whether the men were paid once a month so 
long us they were paid. He blamed the 
City Engineer for reporting such a nuittor. 

The Mavoi; replied that under the Mu- 
nicipal act the contractor had to jiost up 
before ho could receive any money a re- 
ceipted pay sheet showing that all the men 
in his employ wore paid. 

Alii. lliiAtiii believed all tho men sliould 
be paid every Saturday night. Whatever 
conditions were iu the contract should be 
carried out and tho City Eugiueor should 
see that they were. '' Contractors figured oo 
tho conditions and should be made to carry 
them out. 

Ai.D Muxr; — What is tho penalty for 
non lulfilnient of the conditions? 

The Mayok did not remember but was 
euro there was a penalty of some hiad. 

Mr. Thos. Hooper, on behalf of Henry 
Chapman, abked permission to make a con- 
nection with the surface drain for surface 
water only. The rnjuest was granted. 

W. Furnival asked permisdinn to hold 
auction sales at the market. H. Cutliliert 
& Co. wrote, opposing tho request, which 
was referred to the Market committee. 

Ai.D. Brago did not think Mr. Cuihbert 
had a right to adopt the dog-in thc-miinger 
attitude. 

Ai.D. McKll.l.iCAN— If Mr. Furnivul will 
pay his iiortion of tho cost of Bbecls, etc., 
whicli Mr. CuthbiTt has had put up, there 
should bo no diliiciilty. 

An invitation was received from th ) Now 
Westminutor city clerk asking the Victoria 
City Coiincil' to be present at the Royal 
Agricultural exhibition on September '2li, 
•27, L'S a;ui '2'.). Tho invitation waa receivccl 
and acccpfni with thanks. 

H. H. -Macdonuld k C'o. wrote, iifking 
S-~'> damages on account of the .Spriiij; 
Ridge surface drain contract luiving been 
awarded to them and afterwards rescinded, 

Ai.i). BuAiiii moved, aeconded by Aid, 
Munn, that the matter be referred to the 
Sewerage committoo. 

Ai.i). Bkeyea— Why refer this to the 
Sewerage committoo 1 

Ai.i). lioiiEUTHO.N— There is nn doubt lie 
is entitled to compensation, and 1 expect iu 
jiiBtico to Mucdonald ho will got it. 

The matter was referred to tho Soworage 
committee. 

The by-law to repeal certain by-laws was 
reconsidered and finally passed. 

Ald. Styles moved, seeonded by Aid. 
liolyea, thot street lines bo given on John- 
son street, above Chambers street, and tho 
owners of properly bo rcqucstecl to move 
back their property accordingly. Carried. 

Ald. Sttlks moved, seconded by Aid. 



Bragg, that a committee bo appointed to 
afcectain whether or not it would bo advis- 
able to allow hcuBO conncotinna to surface 
drains, tho committoo to have power to call 
in a resident engineer, who should also bo u 
property owner. 

Ald. Sttles— This Board has got into a 
muddle, a serious one andun oxpenaivo one, 
and if wo havs got to appeal to tho courts 
lot us have something to appeal on, 

Ai.D. Bklvea moved to strike out tho 
words *' resident ond property owner" so 
that the committoe could call on any ongi- 
Doer they snw tit. He thought, however, 
bha city would have to adhere to the opinion 
of tho city barristers that these drains could 
nob bo used for sewerage purposes. 

The Mayor suggested that tho word 
' ' practical " should bo loft out, 

Ald. SrYt.HS objooted. The Council had 
beard tho opinion of book engineers, and 
newspaper engineers, and lawyer emiiBecrs, 
and they ought now to have practical 
• ugineotB. 

Ald. Belyea— What is the matter with 
aldermen engineers, auoh aa yourself 1 
(Laughter.) 

Ald. Robertson— If it i« safe to connect 
with those sewers it is safe to connect with 
tl)e drains. It is impossible to tell wh. ro 
Burfaco drains end and sowers begin. Wo 
imial go on and build them, and if necoa- 
airy, in order lo connect with them, we 
will Imvo to get an act put through tho 
Lcgialuturo. 

'l uKMAYOIt — There is a way to find out 
whether the barriateis' opinion is sound or 
not. 'Wo miglU get a ratepayer to proceed 
ogainnt llioCiiy, to rcHtruin us from nuik- 
iug connection, and then we could get a 
judicial judgment on the matter, which 
would be worth more than a dozen legal 
opinions. \ 

Ai.i). Mu.s'N — Do you propose to pay 
those engineers for their opinion '; 

Ai-i). Styles— Leave that to tho com- 
mitte;o. 

Aid. Hclych's amendment was lost by a 
vote of tivo to four. 

Ai.ii, Hakeu favored the uao of tho sur- 
face drains us sewers, claiming that tho 
whole opposition was from people who were 
afraid the sowers would not be completed. 
The whole difficulty was tho bitter feeling 
that tho eowora would bo killed. Tho wiss- 
heada should have kicked when tho by-law 
was first before the people and not now. He 
was proud of the surface (Irains, and hoped, 
in fact was sdre, sewerage would be tallow- 
ed to run into them. 

Ald. Henderson moved to amend the 
resolution so as to allow as many civil en- 
gineers as necessary to be called. 

Ald. Stylks thought tho more tho mer- 
rier — certainly the more engineers were 
called, the better. It would nob do to allow 
BO great cxpenditare to go to waate, and if 
the mutter had to go to the Coilrts, the 
stronger tho oase the better. 

Ald, Belxea wanted to know what pro 
vision was made for oonneotlDg with these 
autf ice dr&ioal If there was no" arrange- 
ment made, the sewers would be practicdtlly 
destroyed. 

Ald. Hendersos's amendment was car- 
ried, and tho resolution, aa amended, was 
then passed. 

The Mayok appointed Aid. Munn, Hen 
deiaon and lirapg u committee to ooqniro 
whether tho inveatig.vtion asked for by ,Mr 
E. Mohun should be held. A commit tee 
W(iH appointed aoino time ago but only one 
member now remained in the Council hence 
the new appointments. 

A 1.1). McKiLLicAN' moved, seconded by 
Aid Muun, to rescind the resolution of the 
Council preventing the use in city contracts 
of material in tho manufacture of which 
Chinese were employed. 

Ai.i), IiIcKii.LiCA.s explained that if this 
clause were left on tho Statute' books it 
would cast the city a good deal moro to 
build the aurfnco drains. 

A Li). HiiAdc - If that motion was good 
for the oily ninety days ago it ought to bo 
good now. Ho contended that he would 
like to see the clause remain in forco as if 
Seattle and other places could get along 
without Chinamen why could not Victoria? 

Ald, MuN!t— The question is shall wc 
have to import brick or liae what is made at 
homo even if Chinese are employed in its 
manufacture. 

.'Vld. Baker said he would nob vote to 
rescind the.reaolution in question bub that 
tho Work Estate people were suffering for 
the want of a drain. He would O'over tavot 
having briok imported oven if home made 
Cli ineae bricks had to be used. 

Ald RoncRTsoK thought the resolution 
was u fooliah ono and should be rescinded 

Ali>. Belvea — It is amusing and in- 
structive to see those aldermen appealing to 
the laboring men aud telling how much 
they lovo them. Now, if it does not pay to 
UBu brick which aro nuule by wliito men, 
it dncK not to use white man to lay thoa 
bricka anil pay them twice us much aa we 
would have to p&y Chinese. We have 
Btruck at tho root of the trouble here. For 
a long tinio we havo had an anti-t"l'.iu«ae 
clauao in all our contracts, and now, 
when we strike at tho root of 
tho matter and put tho uao of 
Chinese in the nianufacturo of material out 
of the (|Uuslion, the friends {'!) of tho work- 
ing men uay nay I nay ! ! I move iu uiuend- 
nient that wo reallirm the jirinciplo of the 
resolution, but us tho majority of the 
Council seem determined to rescind it, let 
U3 suHpend its operation until say the lat 
of May next. 

Ald. Delyka's amendment was carried, 
and tho motion then passed as amended. 

On motion, it was decided to Invito new 
tondora for tho Work Estate drain, tho old 
tenders to be returned. 

The Counoil adjourned at ll :I6 p.m.
